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REMARKS 

The Office Action mailed January 20, 2010 has been carefully considered by 
Applicant. Reconsideration is respectfully requested in view of the foregoing claim 
amendments and the remarks that follow. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 19-26 are indicated to be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 19 is hereby amended to independent form and includes all of the 
limitations of the base claim. 

Claim 19 is thus in condition for allowance. 

Claims 20-26 depend from claim 19 and are thus also in condition for allowance. 

Claim Rejections 

Claims 9-12, 14-15 and 17 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) as being 
anticipated by Halaunbrenner U.S. Patent No. 3,824,957. 

Claim 9 is hereby cancelled. Claim 27 is added to more particularly point out 
and distinctly claim the subject matter of the present invention. Claim 27 is believed allowable 
over the prior art, including Halaunbrenner '957. 

Claim 27 

Claim 27 recited an elongated conduit member extending through the rearing 
device to the emigration device, wherein a first cut-out is formed radially into the conduit 
member at a location that allows for migration of Crustacea radially inwardly from the rearing 
device into the conduit. This is not disclosed by Halaunbrenner '957, which includes a central 
orifice 6 defined by a solid wall 7. There is no cut-out formed radially into the conduit member. 

Claim 27 further recites wherein the emigration device defines a second cut-out 
at a location that allows for migration of Crustacea fi-om the conduit onto the seabed, 
Halaunbrenner '957 also does not disclose this element, in combination with the remaining 
structure of claim 27. 

Withdrawal of the rejection under Section 102 is thus appropriate and requested. 
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Claims 10-17 

Claims 10-15 and 17 depend from claim 27 and are thus allowable for the 
reasons stated above. 

Claims 13 and 16 were previously withdrawn. Upon allowance of claim 27, 
reentry of claims 13 and 16 is respectfully requested, including amendment of claim 16 to 
depend from claim 27. 

Conclusion 

The present application is thus believed in condition for allowance and such 
action is respectfully requested. 
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
